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THE  PATTERN  OF  VIKING-AGE  COIN-HOARDS  FROM 

THE  ISLE  OF  MAN

We  have,  then,  a  total  of  14  Viking-age  coin-hoards  from  an  island  divided  into 
six  sheadings  and  seventeen  parishes  at  least  from  mediaeval  times.  Between  them 
the  three  “northern”  sheadings  (Glenfaba,  Michael  and  Ayre)  constitute  a  historic 
“half”  which  is  thought  to  be  of  even  greater  antiquity,  and  account  for  6  of  the  13 
hoards  where  the  find-spot  either  is  known  exactly  or  may  reasonably  be  assumed. 
In  the  same  way,  the  three  “southern”  sheadings  (Garff,  Middle  and  Rushen)  have 
furnished  the  student  with  a  total  of  7  hoards,  so  that  the  division  between  the  two 
“halves”  could  be  thought  to  be  equitable  enough.  That  there  is  in  fact  a  geographical 
imbalance  is  something  that  begins  to  emerge  only  when  the  hoards  are  divided  up 
chronologically  into  those  concealed  before  the  millennium — from  which  Hiberno- 
Norse  coins  by  definition  are  absent — and  those  from  the  eleventh  century  in  all  of 
wfiich  Hiberno-Norse  pennies  predominate.  The  picture  at  first  sight  may  not  seem 
all  that  conclusive : —

If,  however,  the  7  hoards  with  Hiberno-Norse  coins  are  once  plotted  under  parishes 
and  not  sheadings,  we  find  the  following  pattern : — 

Kirk  Michael  1  Jurby  1  Kirk  Andreas  1 
Kirk  Maughold  2  Kirk  Lonan  2 

All  five  of  these  parishes  lie  in  the  geographical  as  opposed  to  the  political  north  of  the 
island,  i.e.  fall  to  the  north  of  a  line  running  due  east  and  west  through  Tynwald, 
while  from  them  there  has  come,  as  it  happens,  only  1  of  the  5  tenth-century  hoards. 
These  last  are  divided  between  four  parishes  as  follows : —

l  Omitted  on  the  grounds  of  uncertainty  is  the  shadowy  find  from  Kirk  Patrick  parish 
(supra,  no.  1),  and  a  necessary  absentee  from  the  discussion  is  Mrs.  Governor  Wood’s 
hoard  where  there  is  not  even  a  clue  to  the  find-spot.  To  be  noted,  incidentally,  is  the 
fact  that  there  are  eight  of  the  seventeen  Manx  parishes  which  have  still  to  provide 
the  student  with  a  Viking-age  coin-hoard,  namely  Kirk  German,  Kirk  Marown 
(before  1796  in  Middle  sheading),  Ballaugh,  Kirk  Bride,  Kirk  Braddan,  Kirk  Santan, 
Kirk  Malew  and  Arbory,  and  in  fact  they  are  divided  pretty  equally  between  the 
geographical  and  the  political  norths  of  the  island.  Of  them  Kirk  Marown,  Kirk 
Bride  and  Kirk  Santan  seem  to  have  furnished  us  with  virtually  no  Viking-age 
metal  artefacts,  while  from  Ballaugh  and  from  Kirk  Braddan  material  remains  in 
metal  of  the  Scandinavian  period  are  only  less  exiguous.  Kirk  German,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  rich  in  Viking  finds,  while  Arbory  and  Kirk  Malew  can  furnish  their  share 
of  burials  with  grave-goods.  Against  all  this,  the  evidence  of  the  monumental  crosses 
and  of  other  carved  stones  suggests  the  fallibility  of  metallic  criteria,  Kirk  Braddan 
and  Kirk  Bride  coming  at  once  to  mind  in  this  particular  context. 
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Mention  of  grave-goods  is  a  reminder  of  the  fact  that  the  Vikings  came  to  Man 
as  pagans,  just  as  the  crosses  remind  us  that  the  tenth  century  witnessed  their 
essential  conversion  to  Christianity.  We  must  be  careful  not  to  impose  too  rigid  a 
pattern  of  interpretation — as  late  as  the  eleventh  century  the  odd  burial  may  have 
been  conducted  with  pagan  ritual — but  in  general  it  does  seem  reasonable  to  assume 
that  Viking-age  burials  which  are  accompanied  by  human  sacrifice  or  which  include  a 
horse  belong  to  the  ninth  or  tenth  centuries.  On  this  telling  a  pre-millenary  Viking 
presence  on  Man  is  attested  by  archaeological  and/or  numismatic  evidence  from  the 
following  parishes : —

so  that  again  we  are  presented  with  a  more  or  less  equal  division  of  emphasis  as 
between  the  political  and  geographical  “halves”  of  the  island.  The  point  is  stressed, 
even  laboured,  to  bring  out  once  more  the  point  that  the  five  parishes  associated  with 
hoards  containing  Hiberno-Norse  coins,  parishes  where  by  definition  an  eleventh- 
century  nexus  with  Dublin  is  attested,  fall  in  each  and  every  case  north  of  the 
latitudinal  line  drawn  through  Tynwald. 

The  picture  which  emerges  is  that  in  the  geographical  north  of  the  island,  the 
half  incidentally  where  numismatic  evidence  for  a  tenth-century  Viking  presence  is 
weakest,  links  with  Dublin,  the  mint  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  coinages,  are  abruptly 
evidenced  about  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  eleventh  century  and  no  less 
abruptly  cut  off  after  a  period  of  almost  exactly  fifty  years.  The  clean  nature  of  the 
breaks  is  only  highlighted  by  the  circumstance  that  Dublin  is  known  to  have  been 
striking  in  quantity  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  before  the  presumed  date  of  conceal¬ 
ment  of  the  hoard  from  Park  Lewellyn  (supra,  no.  7),  and  equally  coinage  at  the  great 
Viking  emporium  is  known  to  have  continued  at  least  until  the  middle  of  the  twelfth 
century.  Significantly,  too,  the  advent  on  the  Manx  scene  of  coins  from  Dublin 
would  appear  more  or  less  to  coincide  with  the  end  of  the  great  age  of  Manx  monu¬ 
mental  sculpture.  Against  this  background  it  is  indeed  tempting  to  postulate  (a)  some 
culturo-economic  recession  which  might  explain  the  virtual  collapse  of  a  school  of 
stone-cutting  which  previously  had  existed  with  vigour  and  distinction,  and  (b)  some 
occasion  for  enhanced  contact  between  Man  and  Dublin  enduring  for  almost  half  a 
century.  As  it  happens  there  is  in  Irish  history  an  event  which  could  hold  the  key  to 
both  developments.  In  1014  a  predominantly  Munster  army  headed  by  Brian 
Boramha  did  battle  at  Clontarf  just  outside  Dublin  with  a  coalition  of  the  Dubliners 
and  the  Leinstermen.  Dublin  had  sought  to  offset  the  military  superiority  of  Munster 
by  recruiting  Scotto-Vikmgs  from  the  Irish  Sea  area  and  the  Isles,  and  prominent 
among  these  were  the  Manx.  At  the  end  of  a  day-long  battle  the  only  combatants 
not  to  have  suffered  crippling  casualties  were  the  Dubliners  themselves.  The  vic¬ 
torious  Munstermen  were  in  no  position  to  take  the  offensive,  and  the  Leinstermen 
and  the  Scotto-Vikings  had  been  cut  to  pieces.  The  almost  paradoxical  upshot  was 
that  Sihtric  Silkbeard,  the  Dublin  king  who  had  master-minded  the  coalition  against 
Brian  Boramha,  emerged  from  what  seemed  a  shattering  defeat  far  stronger  relative 
to  his  erstwhile  allies  than  if  he  had  been  the  victor. 

From  the  eleventh  century  onwards  the  historian  possesses  a  connected  if  at 
first  very  rudimentary  and  even  fragmentary  narrative  record  of  Manx  events  which 
was  compiled  on  the  island,  probably  at  Rushen  Abbey  near  Ballasalla,  about  the 
middle  of  the  thirteenth  century.  This  crucial  document  has  been  the  subject  recently 
of  a  new  edition,  with  renderings  into  English  and  Manx,  of  the  unique  manuscript 
now  in  the  British  Museum  (G.  Broderick  &  B.  Stowell,  Chronicle  of  the  Kings  of  Mann 
and  the  Isles ,  Edinburgh,  1973).  From  its  pages  we  learn  that  in  1047 — recte  1066 — a 
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certain  Godredus  cognomento  Crovan  filins  Haraldi  nigri  came  to  a  certain  Godredum 
filiurn  Sytric  who  was  then  ruling  in  Man.  Godredus  Crovan  had  escaped  from  the 
slaughter  of  Stamford  Bridge,  and  seems  to  have  come  to  Man  because  for  part  of  his 
youth  he  had  been  fostered  there.  He  was  well-received  on  this  occasion  by  his 
namesake  Godredus  filius  Sytric.  A  little  later,  s.a.  1051 — recte  1075  (?) — we  are  told 
of  the  death  of  Godredus  filius  Sytric  and  of  the  succession  of  his  son  Fingal.  Again, 
s.a.  1056 — recte  1079 — we  learn  how  Godredus  Crovan  assembled  a  great  armada  and, 
after  two  setbacks,  finally  overthrew  tire  Manx  at  Sky  Hill  near  Ramsey,  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  dynasty  which  lasted — with  interruptions,  until  1275.  Significantly,  too,  a 
number  of  members  of  this  dynasty  exhibit  Dublin  connections. 

The  numismatist's  prime  concern,  however,  is  the  dynasty  which  ended  with 
Godredus  Crovan' s  triumph  at  Sky  Hill  ( Scacafel ).  Sytric  must  surely  represent  the 
name  Sihtric  (ON  Sigtrvggr )  which  is  endemic  in  the  Ui  Imar  dynasty  of  Dublin 
from  the  late  ninth  century  onwards,  and  in  the  context  of  a  son  Godredus  ruling  on 
Man  in  the  1060s  must  surely  be  either  the  celebrated  Sihtric  Silkbeard  already 
mentioned  or  a  homonymous  son.  In  this  connection,  too,  it  must  surely  be  relevant 
that  Godredus ,  though  likely  to  be  for  ON  Guthrothr ,  could  represent  ON  Guthfrothr 
which  was  another  royal  name  of  the  Ui  Imar — in  the  tenth  century  alone  we  find  it 
borne  by  a  brother  or  more  probably  uncle  and  by  a  great-uncle  or  more  probably 
great-great-uncle  of  Sihtric  Silkbeard.  The  name  Fingal  represents,  of  course,  OIr 
Finnghall ,  and  so  does  not  surpiise  in  a  Dublin  context.  Thus  the  suggestion  of  this 
note  is  that  Sihtric  Silkbeard  took  advantage  of  the  carnage  wrought  by  the  Munster- 
men  among  his  own  allies  to  intrude  a  son  or  perhaps  grandson  on  the  crippled  Manx. 
This  is  not  to  say  that  this  intrusion  was  unprecedented,  and  it  could  be  that  the 
imposition  of  the  son  or  grandson  was  represented  as  a  restoration.  One  would  give 
much  to  know  the  antecedents  of  the  Maccus  Haraldsson  “king  of  many  islands” 
who  came  from  Man  to  Eadgar’s  celebrated  durbar  on  the  Dee,  and  of  his  brother 
Guthrothr  ousted  from  Man  by  Sigurd  of  Orkney  in  982.  Certainly  the  sudden 
access  to  specie  implied  by  the  Ballaqueeney,  1866  Kirk  Andreas  and  Bailaquayle 
finds  {supra,  nos.  3-5)  could  imply  a  change  of  orientation  if  not  of  political  allegiance 
in  the  third  quarter  of  the  tenth  century — the  three  finds  have  very  close  analogies 
from  the  Irish  mainland — and  it  seems  by  no  means  unlikely  that  the  later  tenth 
century  witnessed  a  movement  among  some  at  least  of  the  Manx  towards  a  closer 
association  with  the  Dubliners. 

The  victory  of  Godredus  Crovan  in  1079  seems  on  the  numismatic  evidence  to 
have  ended  for  the  second  time  this  closer  relationship  between  Dublin  and  Man,  but 
in  fact  there  was  probably  still  some  vestigial  dynastic  if  not  economic  nexus.  It  will 
be  recalled  that  in  1066  Godredus  Crovan  had  taken  refuge  on  Man  because  of  an 
earlier  interlude  when  he  was  nutritus  there.  Fosterage  and  asylum  alike  must  suggest 
ties  of  kindred,  and  as  well  as  those  with  the  same  name  (3)  we  find  descendants  of 
his  in  the  direct  line  with  the  names  Olavus  (2),  Reginaldus  (3)  and  Yvarus — pre¬ 
sumably  ON  Olafr ,  Ragnaldr  and  Ivarr — likewise  recurrent  in  the  Dublin  stemma  of 
the  House  of  Ivar.  It  is  this  paper’s  further  suggestion,  then,  that  Godredus  Crovan 
himself  belonged  to  a  cadet  branch  of  the  line  of  Sihtric  Silkbeard,  and  this  would  at 
least  make  more  explicable  the  Manx  chronicler’s  claim  that  after  his  coup  against 
Man  he  went  on  and  “subdued  Dublin  and  a  large  part  of  Leinster”.  We  are  told 
further  {s.a.  1142 — recte  1152)  how  grandchildren  of  his  were  “reared  in  Dublin”, 
and  again  {s.a.  1144 — recte  1154)  how  a  legitimate  eponymous  grandson  was  invited 
by  the  Dubliners  to  become  their  king.  Some  sort  of  Dublin  connection,  too,  could 
well  underlie  if  not  explain  that  mysterious  incident  recorded  s.a.  1172  and  perhaps 
{pace  Broderick  and  Stowell)  in  this  case  rightly  if  dislocatedly  dated  when  a  certain 
Reginaldus  fdius  Facmarcat  “evidently  a  man  of  royal  stock”  invaded  Man  at  the 
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head  of  considerable  forces  and  was  killed  when  pressing  home  an  initial  advantage. 
An  Echmarchach  mac  Torcaill  almost  certainly  to  be  identified  with  the  Eihrnarcach 
filius  Coriaill  of  Diarmait  mac  Murchada’s  1162  grant  to  All  Hallows,  Dublin,  was 
the  uncle  of  the  Ascall  mac  Ragnaill  beheaded  by  the  Anglo-Normans  in  1171,  so 
that  it  does  seem  legitimate  to  speculate  if  the  Reginaldus  who  descended  on  Man  the 
following  year  was  not  the  last,  or  at  least  one  of  the  last,  sprigs  of  the  line  of  Imar 
cut  off  v/hen  attempting  to  establish  some  of  his  fellow-refugees  from  Dublin  on 
territory  to  which  he  could  represent  himself  as  having  something  more  than  the 
shadow  of  an  ancestral  claim. 

To  sum  up.  What  this  very  provisional  paper  has  attempted  to  do  is  to  bring 
together  a  summary  record  of  all  the  Viking-age  coin-hoards  that  have  come  to  light 
on  Man  during  the  last  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  and  to  suggest  that  there  emerges 
from  this  exercise  a  pattern  which  is  not  just  meaningful  in  itself  but  consonant  with 
the  unusually  fragmentary  historical  record.  What  must  be  emphasized,  however,  is 
the  amount  of  work  that  remains  to  be  done  before  the  numismatist  can  sit  back  and 
feel  that  he  has  presented  to  his  historian  colleagues  the  totality  of  the  evidence  in  an 
acceptable  form.  Required  is  not  just  the  publication  to  SCBI  standards  of  the  close 
on  three  hundred  tenth-  and  eleventh-century  Anglo-Saxon  and  Hiberno-Norse 
coins  preserved  in  the  trays  of  the  Manx  Museum.  No  less  urgent  is  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion — insofar  as  it  is  possible  at  this  point  of  time — of  those  hoards  which  have  been 
dispersed,  and  here  the  student  is  particularly  dependent  on  the  cooperation  of 
others.  A  number  of  pennies  of  Eadgar  in  particular  are  thought  to  lie  in  English 
cabinets  with  tickets  provenanced  “Douglas  hoard”  or  “Isle  of  Man  find”  (=Balla- 
quayle,  supra,  no.  5),  and  all  owners  of  these  are  particularly  requested  to  send  details 
to  the  present  writer  at  the  Department  of  Modern  History,  Queen’s  University, 
Belfast  7,  Ireland.  Especially  is  this  desirable  where  the  coin  is  one  believed  not  to 
have  passed  through  the  London  sale-room,  or  which  has  failed  to  obtain  a  detailed 
description  in  one  of  the  sale-catalogues.  For  the  rest,  it  would  be  impossible  for  this 
note  to  conclude  without  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  various  bodies  and  individuals 
whose  goodwill  and  expertise  alone  enabled  it  to  be  brought  to  fruition.  In  this 
connection  particular  acknowledgement  must  be  made  to  the  Royal  Irish  Academy 
and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Manx  Museum  and  National  Trust,  to  Mr.  A.  M.  Cubbon, 
O.B.E.,  and  to  his  assistant  Dr.  L.  S.  Garrad,  but  no  less  deeply  recognized  is  the 
writer’s  personal  debt  to  the  whole  people  of  the  island  who  were  so  unfailing  in  their 
help,  friendship  and  above  all  inspiration. 

POSTSCRIPT 

A  number  of  the  Hiberno-Norse  coins  in  the  Park  Lewellyn,  Kirk  Andreas,  West 
Nappin  and  Kirk  Michael  finds  are  now  thought  to  have  been  struck  on  the  Isle  of 
Man.

JAMES  LACKINGTON,  BOOKSELLER

In  the  18th  century  booksellers  were  very  much  to  the  fore  in  issuing  large  quantities  of 
trade  tokens,  in  fact  one,  William  Clachar  of  Chelmsford  issued  a  ton  in  1794.  Other  issuers 
were  Richard  Long  of  Deal;  Henry  Symonds  of  Paternoster  Row,  London;  Thomas  Spence  of 
Holborn;  Robert  Loder  of  Woodbridge;  and  Philip  Deck  and  John  Rackham  both  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds.  But  undoubtedly  the  largest  bookshop  in  the  country  belonged  to  James  Lackington 
of  Finsbury  Square,  London. 

Lackington  was  bom  in  1746  at  Wellington  in  Somerset,  the  son  of  a  cobbler  and  started 
to  make  a  living  at  the  age  of  10  by  selling  pies  and  pastries  in  the  streets.  At  14  he  was  appren¬ 
ticed  to  a  cobbler  at  Taunton  and  became  a  good  workman.  At  24  he  married,  moved  to  London 
and  after  financial  difficulties  he  opened  a  small  shop  for  the  sale  of  second-hand  books.  Just 
as  success  seemed  in  sight  he  and  his  wife  were  stricken  with  illness  and  whilst  he  recovered  his 
wife  died.  He  managed  to  regain  lost  ground  and  in  time  prospered  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
had  the  biggest  bookshop  in  England  and,  as  he  asserted,  the  cheapest,  selling  many  books  at 
small  profit  rather  than  a  few  at  higher  gain  and  allowing  no  credit.  He  arranged  his  books  in 
galleries  in  a  huge  shop,  the  most  expensive  on  the  ground  floor.  Success  created  success  and 
in  the  end  he  was  in  a  position  to  spend  £12,000  on  books  at  a  single  sale.  Eventually  at  the 
early  age  of  52  he  was  able  to  retire  a  wealthy  man.  We  know  so  much  about  this  enterprising 
character  because  in  1791  he  published  his  autobiography  and  in  1804  added  a  further  volume 
entitled  “Confessions”  to  correct  some  of  the  views  expressed  in  the  earlier  book. 

Lackington’s  story  is  that  of  a  poor,  destitute  boy  who  achieved  success  and  wealth  through 
his  own  exertions  and  ability.  In  his  youth  at  Taunton  he  came  under  the  influence  of  the 
followers  of  John  Wesley  and  after  his  retirement  he  gave  financial  assistance  to  chapels  in 
Gloucestershire,  Somerset  and  Devon  and  spent  his  time  in  helping  the  poor  and  needy  and 
in  lay  preaching.  He  lived  his  last  years  at  Budleigh  Salterton  where  he  had  a  chapel  built  at  the 
cost  of  £2,000  and  endowed  it  with  £150  a  year  for  the  minister’s  stipend.  He  died  there  in  1815. 

There  are  a  number  of  tokens  bearing  the  bust  of  Lackington  which  are  classified  under 
Middlesex.  Several  of  these  have  on  the  reverse  the  figure  of  fame  with  the  legend :  Halfpenne 
of  J.  Lackington  &  Co.  Cheapest  booksellers  in  the  world.  One  has  the  figure  of  vulcan  at  a 
forge  with  a  ship  in  the  background,  while  another  has  hope  leaning  on  an  anchor.  There  are 
various  edge  readings.

Notes 

The  records  in  this  Class  are  arranged  under  the  following  main  headings: 
General

and  their  dates  fall  within  the  period  1685  to  1943.  The  other  records  concerning 
dies,  matrices  and  puncheons  during  that  period  down  to  the  year  1910  are  entered 
in  the  Record  Books  in  Class:  Mint  1. 

Dies  have  to  be  soft  enough  at  one  stage  to  be  perfectly  impressed  with  the 
design,  hard  enough  at  another  to  transfer  it  to  the  coin,  and  sufficiently  tough  and 
elastic  to  withstand  repeated  heavy  blows  without  distortion  of  the  image. 
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Before  the  introduction  of  steel,  the  dies  for  impressing  designs  on  coins  were 
made  in  iron.  The  main  design  was  cut  by  the  engraver,  sometimes  described  as  the 
cutter  of  irons,  in  a  single  puncheon,  smaller  puncheons  being  cut  for  each  letter; 
and  by  means  of  those  puncheons  the  working  dies  were  sunk  by  the  Die  Sinker 
or  Sinker  of  Irons. 

After  the  Restoration,  when  the  methods  of  engraving  had  been  advanced, 
the  main  design  was  carved  incuse  on  a  flat  steel  matrix  which  was  to  all  intents 
a  die  save  in  its  use ;  and  similar  separate  matrices  were  cut  for  each  letter  or  number. 
Puncheons  were  raised  by  each  matrix,  and  working  dies  were  sunk  by  the  puncheons 
in  combination.  It  was  not  until  1878  that  all  the  lettering  and  other  incidents  of 
design  were  combined  into  a  single  working  matrix  which  could  produce  the  whole 
pattern  of  the  coin. 

The  engravers  only  undertook  the  matrix  stage;  the  work  of  raising  the  puncheons 
and  sinking  the  dies  being  done  by  the  Smith,  the  former  Sinker  of  Irons. 

In  1824,  an  early  reducing  or  copying  machine  was  installed  for  the  use  of  the 
engravers.  That  machine  enabled  the  contours  of  an  iron  cast  taken  from  an  enlarged 
model  of  the  design  made  in  plaster,  to  be  reproduced  on  a  punch  of  coinage  size. 
The  punch,  having  features  in  relief  as  on  a  coin,  was  used  to  sink  the  master  matrix, 
which  in  turn  raised  a  number  of  master  punches  from  which  the  working  matrices 
were  sunk.  This  reducing  technique  was  later  improved  when  the  replica  of  the 
enlarged  model  design  came  to  be  produced  by  electro-deposition;  that  method 
ensuring  the  accurate  transfer  of  the  contours  of  the  model  to  a  metal  surface  on 
which  the  machine  could  operate.  Improved  models  of  the  reducing  machine  were 
installed  in  1850  and  in  1901  and  1902. 

During  the  seventeenth  century,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Dies 
to  issue  the  dies  to  the  Moneyers  as  often  as  coining  and  striking  was  required,  and 
to  recover  them  afterwards;  and  also  to  see  that  the  hammermen  struck  the  coin 
correctly  and  did  not  strike  any  blank  that  was  not  legal  and  good.  After  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  coining  machinery  in  1662,  it  was  his  business  as  Keeper  or  Clerk  of  the 
Irons  to  keep  an  account  of  all  dies  made  and  hardened  by  the  Smith,  and  when  the 
dies  were  worn  out  to  see  them  defaced  in  the  presence  of  the  Warden,  Master  and 
Comptroller. 

The  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Irons  was  combined  with  that  of  the  Surveyor  of  the 
Meltings  in  1744.  In  1815,  the  office  was  combined  with  that  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Machinery.  That  combined  office  became  the  one  office  of  Superintendent  of  the 
Coining  and  Die  Departments  in  1852.  The  Coining  and  Die  Departments  and  the 
Melting  Department  were  grouped  together  to  form  the  Operating  Department  in 
1870  under  a  single  superintendent. 

Before  the  introduction  of  coining  machinery,  a  set  of  one  lower  and  two  upper 
dies  would  produce  on  average  about  20,000  hammer  struck  small  coins.  The  first 
machines  were  hard  on  dies,  there  being  one  period  in  the  eighteenth  century  when 
the  average  output  of  an  upper  and  lower  die  was  not  more  than  1,000.  As  a  result 
of  an  enquiry  in  1823  into  the  kind  of  steel  suitable  for  coinage  dies,  the  average 
output  of  the  steam  driven  presses  was  raised  to  23,000  coins  per  pair  of  dies ;  and 
upon  the  introduction  of  new  lever  presses  in  1872,  the  average  was  raised  to  50,000 
for  shillings.  Further  investigations  made  from  1881  onwards  into  the  constituents 
of  steel  of  the  requisite  temper  and  durability  resulted  in  the  use  of  a  steel  of  a  type 
called  Austenite;  and  this,  together  with  careful  attention  to  gradations  of  relict  in 
the  design,  brought  shillings  up  to  an  average  of  130,000  a  pair  of  dies  during  the 
period  1894  to  1910.  Subsequently  the  average  for  all  British  coins  reached  around 
100,000.  Statements  of  the  number  of  dies  used  for  the  Imperial  coinage  from  1868 
onwards  are  included  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Deputy  Master. 
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The  processes  for  the  production  of  coinage  dies  were  adapted  for  the  production 
of  dies  for  medals,  seals,  stamps  etc. 

A  collection  of  original  matrices  and  puncheons  dating  from  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century  is  kept  in  the  Mint  Museum.

Numismatics  by  Philip  Grierson  211  pp.  and  67  illus.  London,  1975  We  can  supply,

This  is  recommended  reading  for  those,  both  coin  collectors  and  the  general  reader 
interested  in  history,  who  wish  to  know  more  about  the  study  of  coinage  and  associated  objects. 
In  very  readable  style,  and  without  getting  too  deeply  involved  in  technicalities,  the  author 
deals  with  the  western  and  eastern  traditions  of  coinage  development;  he  discusses  the  functions 
of  coin  types,  inscriptions,  mint-marks  and  other  marks  and  symbols,  so  that  their  importance 
can  be  appreciated;  and  he  explains  the  proper  description  of  coins  in  order  that  the  details 
may  be  made  clear  and  unambiguous  to  other  students.  Metals,  size,  weight  and  die-axis  and 
the  identification  of  individual  dies  are  dealt  with;  and  state  of  preservation,  minting  faults  and 
rarity  are  also  considered. 

The  section  on  coin-manufacture  and  issue  is  a  most  concise  and  workmanlike  description 
of  minting  organization  and  techniques.  The  importance  of  coin  hoards  for  numismatic 
research  is  stressed,  and  in  dealing  with  the  classification  and  preservation  of  hoards  Mr. 
Grierson  touches  on  the  controversial  question  of  the  accumulation  in  museums  ot  numerous 
hoards  containing  hundreds  of  duplicates.  He  concludes  that  the  arguments  for  retaining  all 
hoards  intact  “are  outweighed  by  the  certainty  that,  if  the  supply  of  coins  is  curtailed,  we  are 
depriving  working  numismatists  of  the  material  which  they  need  for  their  studies.  ’ 

The  author  discusses  certain  techniques  of  numismatic  research  under  the  headings  dating 
and  localization,  imitation  and  immobilization,  metrology,  coin  fineness,  mint  output,  and 
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counterfeits  and  forgeries.  He  also  devotes  one  chapter  to  the  subject  of  jettons,  medals  and 
related  objects,  and  another  to  numismatic  scholarship.  A  concise  glossary,  list  of  weights  of 
selected  coins  and  suggestions  for  further  reading  add  to  the  usefulness  of  this  book.  It  is  a 
most  acceptable  introduction  to  some  of  the  liner  points  of  numismatics  and  one  that  will 
appeal  to  those  collectors  who  are  looking  for  something  more  than  mere  acquisition  of 
numismatic  material. — P.J.  S. 

Quinquagesimo  Anno  by  Arnold  Mallinson  Edited  by  H.  Hardy  (Oxford  1974)  230  pp.,

It  is  surprising  how  little  we  glean  of  the  personality  and  other  interests  of  coin  collectors 
from  their  written  works.  Richard  Sainthill  springs  to  mind,  and  a  few  others.  “Quinquagesimo 
Anno”  provides  us  with  a  delightful  storehouse  of  odds  and  ends:  the  author  describes  it  as  a 
melange  or  oil  a  podrida— which  again  brings  Sainthill  to  mind. 

Written  (or  rather,  largely  recorded  by  his  editor)  in  the  fiftieth  year  of  his  priesthood  by 
the  Vicar  of  St.  Frideswide’s,  Oxford,  and  the  Perpetual  Curate  of  St.  Margaret’s,  Bisney,  it 
contains  recollections  of  the  author’s  early  life;  tidbits  about  his  parish  and  parishioners;  his 
undergraduate  tenants  (St.  Frideswide’s  has  been  a  hospice  for  quite  a  number);  various 
numismatic  notes,  on  Jewish  shekels  and  other  ancient  coins,  historical  British  coins,  Thomas 
Rawlins  the  engraver,  and  coin  dealers  at  home  and  abroad ;  poems  which  reflect  both  his  deep 
religious  faith  and  his  mischievous  humour;  and  various  odds  and  ends  which  illustrate  his 
extensive  knowledge  and  his  inquisitive  yet  compassionate  interest  in  people,  things  and  places. 

Arnold  Mallinson’s  main  interest  outside  his  priestly  duties  has  been  numismatics.  He 
obviously  has  a  great  love  for  the  beauty  of  coins  and  for  their  historical  associations,  and  his 
tale  of  how  he  purchased  Lockett’s  Scottish  40  shilling  piece  well  illustrates  the  pleasure  which 
his  acquisitions  have  brought  him. 

In  essence  Quinquagesimo  Anno  demonstrates  that  Arnold  Mallinson  is  a  “character”,  and 
one  who  is  much  loved  by  his  many  friends.  It  is  a  lively,  witty  book  with  never  a  dull  moment 
— a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  fireside  bookshelf  or  on  one’s  bedside  table. 

There  must  be  innumerable  recollections  and  anecdotes  which  might  still  be  drawn  out 
from  the  recesses  of  memory  or  papers  still  to  be  located  in  the  darker  corners  of  the  vicarage 
attic — enough,  very  likely,  for  a  further  volume,  perhaps  to  be  published  in  sexagesimo  antic! —

These  awards  were  for  no  specific  expedition,  the  recipients  being  members  of  their 
National  Antarctic  Research  Expeditions  which  have  semi-permanent  stations 
established  in  the  Antarctic. 

The  conditions  for  the  award  of  the  Polar  Medal  1904  have  significantly  changed 
since  it  was  first  instituted.  Currently  it  is  not  awarded  automatically  to  all  who  go  to 
the  Antarctic.  Only  individuals  who  explore  or  acquire  notable  knowledge  are 
eligible,  provided  that  in  doing  so  they  have  undergone  the  hazards  of  the  Polar 
environment.  The  award  may  only  be  made  to  all  members  of  a  party  if  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  that  party  has  been  exceptional,  and  it  follows  that  when  a  well  established 
site  is  manned  for  routine  observations  the  award  is  only  conferred  on  those  whose 
contribution  is  outstanding.  The  same  principles  apply  to  crews  and  others  aboard 
ships  and  aircraft.
